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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is noted that applicant's response to the Final 
Office Action received on 12/22/08 did not include any amended claims. 

Applicant's main argument is that unlike Bischofs invention, the specification discloses "a small footprint device" to be a physical device. 
The examiner points out that it appears that applicant misunderstood the rejection offered in the last Office Action: "...a particular entity 
(e.g. as disclose in Fig. 1) implementing Bishof's security mechanism to protect its resources equates to a small footprint device" (see pg. 3, 
paragraph 5). 

Clearly, Bishof's invention requires at least memory and processing element (e.g. CPU) in order for the security mechanism disclosed by 
Bishof to work, and an entity offering these elements (or, in other words, in which the Bishof's security mechanism is implemented) was 
equated by the examiner to a small footprint device. 

Additionally, applicant appears to argue a context barrier disclosed by Bishof, stating that "the rejection has failed to show any teaching that 
the entry points do anything other than provide entry and exit from an execution environment". Applicant's arguments appear to be directed 
towards the intended use limitation: a context barrier, in said runtime environment and removed from an over said operating system, FOR 
SEPARATING AND ISOLATING said context..." Furthermore, it appears that applicant overlooked the architecture of Bishop's invention, 
in particular the fact that "sandbox" is an abstract concept employing various mechanisms to provide security of objects in the runtime 
environment.. 
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
